A Call for Neighborhood Watch

residents who have called this 
area home for many years. We 
have seen its ups and downs 
and have welcomed many new 
neighbors into our midst. 
Together we all have worked 
to make this part of the city 
one of the best and close-knit 
neighborhoods in the city. No 
matter what obstacle has been 
put in our way, we have 
always overcome it. 

Now we have a new enemy 
lurking in our streets and 
around our homes. Crime. . . 
must do something about it as 
a neighborhood. Since 
Christmas time there have 
been many robberies — 
homes, offices, car parts or 
cars themselves, muggings, 
etc. For example two apart- 
ments were robbed and four 
cars were stolen from residents 
in the Swarthmore, cars were 
robbed from the Claridge, 
Letterman House, and 
Howard Johnson’s 
Restaurant. House were 
broken into on 25th Street and 
offices on K Street.

The 
police can furnish booklets 
and signs for our buildings 
and streets. They can help-us 
to mark our belongings and 
show us many forms of securi- 
ty but it is up to us to reach for 
the help. 

We at the Swarthmore have 
decided to do something about 
it. The executive board has 
agreed to authorize Bob 
Alcorn and Dinane Stamm 
aided by Maura Graney and 
others to set up a vertical 


watch. committee. The 2nd, 


District Police Community 
Services Division is going to 
meet with our people and 
discuss ways to setting up the 
Watch. It not only involves an 
awareness ourselves and our 
building but also what hap- 
pens in and around other 
buildings and streets around 
us. 


A number of groups have 
become interested in following 
our lead and will be most hap- 
py to aid anyone or group to 
find out how to be a prt of the 
neighborhood watch. The 
more we can get to join us the 
stronger we will be. We can 
show the criminal that our 
eyes are everywhere. We can 
stamp on crime. . . but. .. we. 
must admit that crimes have 
been happening and report 
them to the police and to a 
building chairman, a block 
captain, or whatever person 
we designate. We can show 
prospective buyers or renters 
that we care about our 
neighbors and make them feel 
that. they want to live in our 
midst. We -want our 
shopkeepers to stay to service 
our needs. We want to go to 
work or take a vacation feeling 
secure that we will find our 
home intact and our cars 
where we parked them. 

We must help the police find 
the areas worst hit and become 
aware ourselves of the loca- 
tions. We can as a group ask

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G.W.U. To Build 
Maintenance Facility 


George Washington Univer- 
sity has announced plans to 
construct a $2 million campus 
support building in the 2000 
block of F Street, N.W., adja- 
cent to Francis Scott Key Hall. 
The site is currently used as a 
student parking lot, and it is 
close to -several apartment 
buildings. : 

Final plans for the structure 
have not been drawn up, but it 
is intended to be perhaps two 
stories, approximately 40,000 
square feet, and partially 
underground. The space will 
include an inside work area for 
the university’s motor vehicle 
mechanic, a central receiving 
‘and storage area for supplies 
the university uses frequently, 
office space for the buildings 
and grounds staff, and a park- 
ing area for university trucks. 
University planners have not 
yet decided whether the truck 
parking is to be inside or out- 
side. 

Vehicle .access to. the 
building will be designed to be

through the existing public 
alley that runs from 20th to 
21st Streets through the mid- 
dle of the block, to minimize 
disruption to residents in the 
immediate area. In addition, 
the offices will be placed on 
the street side of the building, 
and frontage on F Street will 
be designed to be compatible 
with existing buildings. 

In announcing the plans, 
GWU Vice President and 
Treasurer Charles E. Diehl 
said that work on the building 
is scheduled to begin early in 
1983 and is expected to take 
about a year. 

The D.C. Board of Zoning 
Adjustment must approve 
construction plans before any 
work on the site can begin, 
and the Foggy Bottom and 
West End Advisory 
Neighborhood Commission 
would review any application 
to the Board of Zoning Ad- 
justment. 

At the ANC’s regular month- 
ly meeting on May 4th, GWU 


spokesman Robert E. Dick- 
man described the university’s 
preliminary plans. He empha- 
sized that the specifics of the 
project remain to be decided, 
and that even the size of the 
building is conjectural, though 
it will not, be a massive 
building. He stated that the 
number of parking spaces on 
campus allocated to student 
use will be maintained at the 
current level. In particular, he 
expressed the university’s in- 
tention to consult the com- 
munity fully once more con- 
crete plans and options for the 
project are worked out. 

The ANC established an 
adhoc committee to follow the 
project closely, and the West 
End Citizens Association has 
also established a special com- 
mittee. In addition, the ANC 
will schedule a community 
forum meeting at a later date 
to cooperate with the universi- 
ty’s desire for community ad- 
vice in determining final plans 
for the project.

Excerpts from the May 4 meeting of the Foggy Bot- 
tom and West End Advisory Neighborhood Commis- 
sion (ANC 2A) 


The ANC office is located at 1920 G Street, N.W., 
Washington, DC 20006. Phone number is 659-0011. Meetings 
are regularly held the first Tuesday of each month at 7:30 PM. 
The elected members of the Commission for 1982-83 are Jon 
Nowick, Lou Rigdon, Maria Tyler, Geoffrey Stamm, Steve 
Levy, Jimmy Molinelli and Ed Terry. Rick Churchill is the ad- 
ministrative assistant. 


overnor Shepherd Support: The ANC voted to provide moral and 

material support to the Governor Shepherd Tenants Assn. (2121 
Va. Ave.) in its negotiations with the building owners, the Pan 
American Health Organization. The owners have converted part of the 
building to office use and are now weighing tearing it down and putting 
up a new structure. The ANC resolution, submitted by Commissioner 
Levy, voices support for the tenants’ efforts to keep the building rental. 
Noting that broader housing and zoning issues are involved, the ANC 
voted $500 in matching funds to help the tenants meet legal expenses. 


guest Quarters Food Service: On the recommendation of Commis- 

sioner Stamm, the Commission gave conditional support to a zon- 
ing application by the Guest Quarters on New Hamp. Ave. to provide 
limited break fast service to its patrons. The resolution asks the Board of 
Zoning Adjustment to require that food service be limited to patrons in 
their guest rooms, that there be no dining room, and that the food 
preparation area in the garage displace no more than two parking 
spaces. The Guest Quarters management had agreed to all of these 
terms. 


tamm Election: Commissioner Stamm was elected to assume the 
Sy ation of Ist vice chairman, replacing Commissioner Nowick who 
is leaving the country. Nowick’s ANC seat itself should soon be open for 
applications. Interested residents in his district (bounded by K, N, 22nd 
Streets and Rock Creek) should call the ANC office for more informa- 
tion. The currently seated commissioners will appoint an interim 
replacement. 


6th & K St. Development: Developer Eddie Lenkin briefed the ANC 
Za his plans, which are still tentative, to develop the property bet- 
ween the Excelsior Apts. (2514 K St.) and the Colonial Arms (939 26th 
St.). Lenkin’s architect offered to sponsor a meeting May 10 to which he 


invited all commissioners and interested citizens to solicit their views. - 


The ANC passed a resolution setting up a seven-person special commit- 
tee, including Commissioners Tyler (transportation) and Levy (zoning), 
FBA President Rick Churchill, and four other residents. More informa- 
tion about Lenkin’s plans should be available at upcoming ANC and 
FBA meetings. 


Ww: End Project: Commissioner Nowick introduced a resolution 
objecting to a large new luxury hotel/office project slated to go 


? up on the northern half of Square 37 (the same block in which the 


library is located). The developers are seeking an alley closing to im- 
prove the transportation, environmental and possibly architectural im- 
pact of the building. While taking no position on the alley closing itself, 
Nowick’s resolution urges the DC Government to revamp zoning regula- 
tions which he warned threaten to turn the West End into a hotel/office 
district.
